It will not report to an ssembly until the second after the 
cenclusion of the war, that.is at the earli not. before 1919. 
Both sides cease propagandism and we shall have 33% meantime. 


The second Assembly after the war will, as I understand it, 
take up the cuestion of Union again. and decide when it is 
advisable to carry the policy of the Church upon Union into effect; 
and in accordance with that decision it will instruct its Union 


Committee to apply for the necessary legislation and as you say

to make the arrangements requisite to start the Union upon an
